ANV of late Years have taken Occa- 
ſion to write whole Books, ſome large 
Volumes, - concerning the Preparation required. 
to the due Receiving of the Lord's Supper. 
But all that hath been, or need, or can be ſaid 
to any Purpoſe about it, is fully comprehended 

in the few Words taught by our Church, even 
that they who come to the Lord's Supper are 
required to examine themſelves about their Repen- 

tance, their Faith, and their Charity,  _ 
We muſt examine our ſelves, whether we 
ſincerely repent of our former Sins, ſteadfaſtly pur- 
poſing to lead a new Life; for, unleſs we are 
ſenſible of, and truly penitent for our former 
Sins, we cannot e Reſpect and Yu

for the Body and Blood of Chriſt which was 

broken and ſhed for us, and is neceſſary to 
our due, reverent, and worthy receiving of 
them, when offered in this holy Sacrament! 
Neither are we qualified for that Pardon, and 
Remiſſion which is there offered to us; for that 
being promiſed only to the Penitent, none elſe 
fre capable of it, and therefore cannot poſhibly 


receive it in that Sacrament. 
Neither is it ſufficient that we are grieved 
and troubled for our former Sins; but we muſt | 
repent truly of them, ſo as feqfaſtly to pur poſ- 
nnd reſolve, by the Grace of God, to lead, for 
the future, a new Life ; for otherwiſe it is no true 
Repentance. And beſides, our Souls are here 
ſtrengthened and refreſhed only as to their new 
and ſpiritual Life ; and therefore, they who do 
not lead ſuch a new and ſpiritual Life, or at 
leaſt do not ſtedfaſtly purpoſe to do ſo, having 
no ſubject Matter for the Body and Blood of 
Ciriſt to work upon, cannot receive it worthily, 
for they cannot receive it to any purpoſe or

Wherefore, they who cc ne to the Lord's 
Supper, muſt ſearch very diligently into their 
Hearts and Lives, and impartially examine 
themſelves, and conſider whether they have not

1. Our Duty towards God is, to love him above all T. bings 


God is the chief Good, and therefore he is to be 


lov'd both by the utmoſt Approbation of the Mind, and 
the Affection of the Heart. We are to lowe him with 


all our Hearts, and with all our Souls; and to ſhow 


we do fo, by keeping bis Commandments m, by chuſing 


to ſuffer for his ſake, rather than io ſin u, by our de- 


lighting to converſe with him in Prayer and Praiſes, in 


reading and hearing his Word, and r, the Sa- 
crament; eſteeming. with David, One Day in bi;

2. It is our Duty to fear God.. 


Fear is a very affecting and powerful Paſſion ; and 


is the moſt forcible Means to hold us to our Duty, and 
to reſtrain us from Sin. For how can. he preſume to 
offend by any. wilful Neglect of his Duty, or by the 
Commiſſion of any known Sin, that conſiders either 


the Knowledge and Poaver of God, or his Furity and 


Hatred of Sin ? That He underſta nds all our Thoughts, 


hears all our Words, diſcerns all our Actions, as well 
ſecret as open d, and will as certainly puniſb all Sin un- 


repented of, as He hates and condemns it? For as he is 
able to caſt both Body and Soul into Hell r, ſo He has de- 
clared, that He wil/doit: Eo. 
And therefore the Scripture requires that we ſhould 
ſerve the Lord with Fear t. | 
But then this Fear is not ſerwil# or lawiſh, that no 
longer reſtrains us from Sin than the Rod is before us, 
or held over us: But filial, the Fear of a Child that 
is afraid of diſpleaſing his Father, becauſe he is his Fa- 
ther, and to whom he always pays as well as owes, the 
the greateft Reverence and Obediènce. 
3. It is our Duty to repent and turn to God. 
That which the Apoſtle ſtiles Repentance towards 
God v, is a turning from Sin unto God. It is that which 
Begins in the Knowledge of our ſelves, and ends in 
the actual forſaking of all Sin, that we come thus to 
the Knowledge of. And therefore as the Scripture has 
made this veceſſary by way of Command; and without 
which we are told we ſhall All certainly periſh w; ſo who- 
ever undertakes it, muſt ſtrictly enquire into the State 
of his own Soul, carefully review his paſt Life, and 


compare his Actions with the Law. of God, the only 


Rule and Meaſure of Obedience. And ſuch as he finds

And with him 
pray, Cleanſe thou me, O Lord, from fecret (or un- 
known) Faults X. | | | 
Too our Convictions muſt be added a preſent and fled- 
faft Reſolution of forſaking all thoſe Sins that wwe are. 
thus convinced of. Unleſs it be preſent, and both ta- 
ken up and followed without Delay, we ſhall ſoon for- 
get thoſe Reſolutions: And unleſs it be fRedfaft, our 
Convictions will ſoon loſe their Force, and we ſhall 
return to the ſame State again. Having once refole/d, 
we muſt Joſe no Time, leſt by Delays our Cafe grow 
to be dangerous, and we finally periſh in the midſt of 
ſuch ineffetual Reſolution. When we walk abroad, 
we are not ſure to come back alive; When we lie 
down to ſleep, we know not whether e'er we ſhall 
awake, till we hear the Sound of the laſt Trump: Or 
when we come upon our Death bed, who can tell. but 
that the Violence of bodily Pains and Diſtempers may 
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 giſtrat us, and render us altogether unfit for ſuch a Þ 


great Work as that of Repentance, which requires the 
utmoſt Force of all the Powers and Faculties of our 
Souls to accompliſh it? And then having all our Life- 
time thus put off our Repentance, and rejected the Offers 
of Divine Grace, God may juſtly rejet us J. So ne- 
ceſſary is, it for us o remember our Creator before the 
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evil Days: come 2, and to redeem the Time, and to aavake. '
